I conducted my audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing
standards and Government Auditing Standards, 1ssued by the
Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require
that I plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance
about whether the component unit financial statements are free of
material migsstatement.

The management of the District is responsible for establishing and
maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this
regsponsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required
to assess the expected benefits and related costs of 1internal
control structure policles and procedures. The objectives of an
internal control structure are to provide management with
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded
against loss from unauthorized use ox disposition, and that
transactiong are eXecuted 1in accordance with management's
authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of
component unit financial statements in accordance with generally
accepted accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations 1in
any internal control structure, errors or 1irregularities may
neverthelesca occur and not be detected.
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Also, projection of any evaluation of the structure to future
pcriods 18 subject to the risk that procedures may pecome
inadeguate because of changes 1n  conditions or that  the
cffectiveness of the design and operation of policies and
procedures may deterilorate.

With respect to the i1internal control structure, 1 obtained an
understanding of the desian of relevant policies and procedures and
whether they have been placed in operation, and 1 assessed control
risk in order to determine my auditing procedures for the purpose
ol expressing my opinion on the component unit financial statements
and not to provide an opinion on the internal control structure.
Accordingly, 1 do not express such an opinion.

I noted certain matters involving the internal control structure
and 1ts operation that I consider to be reportable conditions under
standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public
Accountants. Reportable conditions involve matters coming to my
attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or
operation of the internal control structure that, in my judgment,

could adversely affect the entity's ability to record, process,
summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions
of management in the component unit financial statements.

In my consideration of the internal c¢ontrol structure, I noted
that, as a reportable condition, the limited number of employees
preclude an adequate segregation of duties and other features of an
adeguate internal control structure. To employ such controls may
not be cost beneficial for the District.

A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design
or operation of one or more of the internal control structure
elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that
errors or Il1rregularities in amounts that would be material in
relation to the component unit financial statements being audited
may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employeeg
in the normal course of performing their assigned functions.

My consideration of the internal control structure would not
necessarily disclose all matters in the i1nternal control structure
that might be reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not
necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. However, 1
believe none of the reportable conditions described above 1is a
material weakness.
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This report 1is intended for the information of the audit committee,

management, and board of commissioners. However, this report is a
matter of public record and its distribution is not limited.

INTRODUCTION

The Ward One Consolidated Gravity Drainage District #1 (The
District) of Vermilion Parish was created under the authority of
Loulisiana Revised Statutes 38:1751-1802. The drainage district
is situated in southeast Vermilion Parish and was created for the
purpose ©of opening and maintaining all natural drains in the
district, where drainage is accomplished using the natural force
of gravity. This may be accomplished by cutting and opening new

drains, ditches, and canals. Ag provided by Louisiana Revised
Statute 38:1758, the gravity drainage district is governed by
five commissioners. These five commissioners are collectively

referred to as the board of commissioners and are appointed by
the Vermilion Parish Police Jury.

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES
A BASIS OF PRESENTATION

The accompanylng financial statements of The District have
been prepared in conformity with generally accepted
accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to governmental
units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB)
1s the accepted standard-setting body for establishing
governmental accounting and financial reporting principles.

B. REPORTING ENTITY

Section 2100 of the GASRB Codification of Governmental
Accounting and Financial Reporting Standards (GASB
Codification) established criteria for determining the
governmental reporting entity and component units that
should be included within the reporting entity. Overgight
responsibility by the police jury is determined on the basis
of the following criteria;

Appointment of governing board

Designation of management

Ability to significantly influence operations
Accountability for fiscal matters

Because the police jury created the district and appoints its
board members, the district was determined to be a component unit
of the Vermilion Parish Police Jury, the governing body of the
parisnh and the governmental body with oversight responsibility.
The accompanying financial statementg present information only on
the funds maintained by the district and do not present
information on the police jury, the general government services

Provi

ded by that governmental unit, or the other governmental

units that comprise the governmental reporting entity.

D.

C. FUND ACCOUNTING

The accounts of the drainage district are organized on the
baslis of funds and account groups, each of which is
considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of
each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-
balancing accounts that comprises its assets, liabilities,
fund equity, revenues, and expenditures. Revenues are
accounted for in these individual funds based upon the
purpose for which they are to be spent and the means by
which spending activities are controlled. The funds
presented in the financial statements are described as
follows:

GCeneral Fund

The General Fund is the general accounting fund of the
drainage district. It accounts for all financial
resources, except those required to be accounted for in
the Debt Service Fund.

Debt Service Fund

The Debt Service Fund accounts for the accumulation of
resources for, and the payment of, general long-term
debt principal, interest, and related costs.

Capital Projects Fund

The Capital Projects Fund accounts for the financial
resources to be used for the acguisition or
construction of major capital facilities.

GENERAL FIXED ASSETS AND LONG-TERM DERT ACCQUNT GRQUPS

Fixed assets are accounted for in the general fixed asgsets
account group, rather than in the governmental funds.

Public domain or infrastructures are not capitalized.
Interest costs i1ncurred during construction are not

capitalized. No depreciation has been provided on general
fixed assets. All fixed assets are valued at historical
cost.

Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from
governmental funds are accounted for in the general long-
Cerm debt account group, not in the governmental funds.

The two account groups are not funds. They are concerned
only with the measurement of financial position and do not
involve wmeasurement of results of operations.

E . BASIS OF ACCOUNTING

The accounting and financial reporting treatment applied to
a fund 1s determined by its measurement focus. The
governmental funds are accounted for using a current
financial resources measurement focus. With this
measurxement focus, only current assets and current
liabilities are generally included on the balance sheet,
Operating statements of these funds present increases and
decreases 1in net current assets. The modified accrual basis
of accounting is used by all governmental funds. The
governmental funds use the following practices in recording
revenues and expenditures:

RKevenuesgs

Ad valorem taxes, the related state revenue sharing
(which 1s based on population and homesteads in the
parish}), o0il lease and royalties, miscellaneous income,
and interest earned on certificates of deposit are
recorded when they become measurable and available as
net current assets. Ad valorem taxes are assessed for
the calendar year, become due on November 15 of each
vyear, and become delinquent on December 31. The taxes
are generaily collected in December of the current vear
and January and February of the ensuing year.

Expenditures
Expenditures are generally recognized under the

modified accrual basis of accounting when the related
fund liability is incurred.

The District adopts an annual budge: for 1ts General Fund that 1s

prepared on estimates. The beginnirg fund balance is budgeted,
and budget integration is not employ=2d as a management control
device during the vear. Budgeted amounts included in the

accompanying financial statements include original adopted
amounts and all subseguent amendmente.

E. ENCUMRBRRANCES

Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders,
contracts, and other commitments Jor expenditures ot monles
~re recorded in order to reserve fund balance, 1is not
employed by the district.

G. CASH AND CERTIFICATES OF DEPOSIT

cash includes amounts in demand deposits having an original
maturity of three (3) months or less. Under state law, the
district may deposit funds in demand deposits, interest
bearing demand deposits, money market accounts, OX time
deposits with state banks organlized under Louisiana law and
national banks having their principal offices in Louilsiana.

H. FIXED ASSETS AND LONG-TERM DERT

Fixed assets of the governmental fund (Capital Projects
rund) are recorded as expenditures at the time purchased orx
constructed, and the related assets are capitalized
(reported) in the general fixed assets account group.

public domain or infrastructures are not capitalized. No
depreciation has been provided on general fixed assets. All
fixed assets are valued at historical cost.

Long-term debt is recognized &s a liability of a
governmental fund when due, or when resources have been
rccumulated in the debt servica fund for payment early in
the following year. For other long-term obligations, only
that portion expected to be finranced from expendable
available financial resocurces is reported as a fund
liability of a governmental fund. The remaining portion of
such obligations is reported in the general long-term debt
account group.

1. COMPENSATED ABSENCES

Full-time employees of The District with more than one year
of service are allowed two weeks of vacation leave each
vear; full-time employees with one year of service or less
are allowed one week of wvacation leave each year. Vacation
leave and sick leave does not accumulate from year to year.
Full-time employees are allowed cone day sick leave for each
month worked beginning with the day they are employed. At
Decembery 31, 1%98, employees of The District have no
accumulated or vested leave benefits relating to vacation
leave that require accrual or disclosure to conform with
generally accepted accounting principles.

J . TOTAL COLUMNS ON STATEMENTS

The total columns on the statements are captioned Memorandum
only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate
financial analysis. Data in these columns do not present
financial position or results of operations. Nelther is
such data comparable to a consolidation.

K. USE OF ESTIMATES

The preparation of financial statements 1n conformity with
generally accepted accounting principles reguires management
to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported
amounts of assetg and liabilities and disclosures of
contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the
financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues
and expensegs during the reporting period. Actual results
could differ from those estimates.

2 . LEVIED TAXES

Property taxes are levied each November 15 on the assessed value
as of the prior January 1 for all real estate, merchandise, and
movable property located within the district. Assessed values
are established by the Vermilion Parish Assessor and the
Louisiana Tax Commission at a per cent of actual value, as
specified by Louisiana law. An assessment of all property 1is
required to be completed no less than every four Years. The
following is a summary of authorized and levied ad valorem taxes:

Under state law, these deposits (or the resulting bank balances)
must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of
securities owned by the fiscal agent bank. The market value of
the pledged securities plus the federal deposit insurance must at
all times eqgual the amount on deposit with the fiscal agent,
These securities are held in the name of the pledging fiscal
agent bank in a holding or custodial bank that is wuatually
acceptable to both parties.
